DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

1. Claims 1-32, 34-36, and 45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. The claimed invention must produce a 
"useful, concrete, and tangible result." State Street, 149 F.3d at 1373, 47 USPQ2d at 1601-02. 

Claims 1-32, 34-36, and 45 do not produce a tangible result. In order to overcome the 
rejection, claim language should be added that includes outputting, displaying, storing, or 
otherwise conveying the result of the previous method steps.
